neighbours all around it collateral benefits. A signal disaster 
to one is sure to be indirectly shared by all, and that which 
materially helps any one of the great families of mankind 
helps likewise, though it may be to a smaller extent, the entire 
circle of them. The great laws of Divine Providence are in 
this respect infinitely wiser, better, and more fruitful than the 
passions of men; and it is interesting to observe how the 
gradual development fof those laws in modern events is over- 
riding and subduing the ignorant prejudices which, under the 
guise of spurious patriotism, formerly kept asunder inter- 
national interests by blighting international sympathies. 

Our readers will have learnt long before now, with grati- 
fied feelings, the remarkable success which has attended the 
process of laying the French Atlantic cable, from Minou, on 
the French coast, to the island of St. Pierre, near the oppo- 
site shore of the Atlantic. The completion of this main 
section of direct telegraphic communication between France 
and the United States excited less profound sensation than 
that which was everywhere felt on the successful laying 
of the British cable from the west coast of Ireland to 
Newfoundland. The experiment was then a novel one. 
The appliances were necessarily less perfect than those 
which the experience then gained suggested to engineers. 
Nevertheless, no little uncertainty beset the under- 
taking. It did not follow as a matter of course that 
what had been done once, we may even say twice, with satis- 
factory results could be done again with the like good 
fortune. The laying of a cable along the bottom of an ocean 
between two and three thousand miles from one point of land 
to another, and in some parts over two miles in depth, 
involves such a multiplicity of risks as might well cool down 
the courage of capitalists to the lowest stage of prudence. 
The incessant vigilance required to prevent the occurrence of 
any flaw in the cable itself; the chances that in paying 
out the line some derangement of the machinery may occur ; 
the possibility of violent storms sweeping over the North 
Atlantic even at midsummer; the thousand-and-one accidents 
to which such an undertaking is liable will always commingle 
with the hopes even of the most sanguine projectors a con- 
siderable dash of fear. In the present instance as in the 
former, though to a much smaller extent, there were critical 
moments when expectation was compelled to hold its breath 
and watch with intense anxiety through a period of suspense. 
Science, however, and a ready mode of applying it to dif- 
ficulties as they arose, conquered now as before, and brilliant 
success has been achieved. We are all thankful for it—hardly 
the less so because it has been achieved on behalf of our 
neighbour instead of ourselves. 

Perhaps, in giving full swing to our grateful emotions at 
the accomplishment of this work, some force is to be attributed 
to the thought that the main agency employed in bringing 
about the happy result has been English. Nationally con- 
sidered, undoubtedly, the enterprise may be regarded as a 
French one ; but, substantially, it has been wrought out by 
English skill, courage, and endurance. 
trifling matter 


This, however, is a 
We rejoice that our gallant and highly- 
civilised neighbour has been put into possession, by whatever 
means, of an instantaneous communication with the Western 
Hemisphere, similar to that which, after several unsuccessful 
attempts, we ourselves enjoy. We should be glad to 
hear that the Iberian peninsula had put itself upon an 
equal footing with England and France in this matter. So far 
from grudging either of these great nations an equality with 
our own in the mode of communication with distant parts of 
the earth, we hail with unalloyed satisfaction every link which 
brings into closer proximity the different sections of man- 
kind ; and we anticipate from all such successful undertakings 
a large addition to the common welfare. There are some 
thinge—such as soil, climate, geographical position and con. 
figuration—of which the benefits bestowed by Nature must 
needs be a monopoly. But there are other things, not less 
conducive to the material interests of peoples, and having 
their origin in the skill, industry, and bravery of one nation, 
the advantages of which it would be churlish to desire should 
be restricted to any single community. 

It is certainly a remarkable and fortunate coincidence that 
just at the time when the desire arose to connect continent 
with continent by means of telegraphic cables laid along 
ocean beds there should have come into being also a ship of 
such gigantic proportions as the Great Eastern, without the 
aid of which that desire—so far as electric communication 
between Europe and America is concerned—might still, per- 
haps always, have remained barren of results. The leviathan 
vessel was constructed with a view to objects she was found, 
after a few trials, wholly unfit to secure. Commercially 
speaking, she proved to be a mistake, and the question as to 
what could be done with her was a very puzzling and serious 
one to all who were pecuniarily interested in her. She really 
seems to have found her proper mission at last, and she is as 
well qualified to discharge it as if she had been expressly 
built for the purpose. She has rendered, not exactly 
easy, but practicable, great enterprises which but for her must 
probably have remained for many years yet to come nothing 
better than splendid dreams. Having demonstrated her 
powers, she will, we trust, find ample employment for them 
as long as she holds together. The use of submarine cables 
as instruments of instantaneous communication between dis- 
tant parts of the globe is yet in its infancy. China, India, 
Japan, the Australias, New Zealand, may be profitably brought 
into telegraphic contact with Europe much more directly than 
they are at this moment. There is work enough to be done, 
and capital enough to invest in the doing of it, to make the 
world thankful that it possesses one ship, if only one, 
thoroughly adapted to the special business on which she has 





lately been employed. Her history, we hope, will be inter- 
twined with that of ocean telegraphy in all quarters of the 
world. 

Returning, however, to the subject immediately before us, 
we congratulate the French people on their recent acquisition. 
The commerce of France with the United States of America 
is large and valuable ; and, of course, will be much facilitated 
by the Atlantic cable. The intercourse between the two 
countries, and their mutual sympathy and good-will, will 
make the new link of communication increasingly appre- 
ciable. We rejoice that France has followed our example in 
this respect. We hope other countries will follow hers. We 
wish she may realise from the thus-far-successful under- 
taking all her legitimate aspirations. And, above all, we 
trust that, as the nations of the earth practically get nearer 
to one another in point of time and relative distance, they 
may also become united more closely together by the enduring 
bonds of international brotherhood and uninterrupted peace. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, July 22. 

The new Ministry is formed, but the country is not satisfied 
with the Emperor's choice, which can mean nothing satisfactory, 
and promises even less. Save one, its members all belong to the 
Right, the Conservative party, from whom it is hopeless to expect 
any real reforms. The insignificance of the new Ministerial 
recruits conveys the idea that it is merely a Ministry of transition, 
though some profess to see in this circumstance the hand of the 
late Minister of State, whose influence, say they, hae secured the 
formation of a Ministry which, “‘ acting in concert with the Senate, 
will establish a dyke against the Revolution.”” The policy of the 
Government, they maintain, will be to gain time, and take advan- 
tage of accidents to drive back the advancing democracy. The 
newspapers in part commiserate, and in part twit, the Tiers Parti 
on the check they have sustained in being put out in the cold after 
having indicated the precise character of the reforms the Emperor 
has felt constrained to grant. 

The new Ministers are Prince de la Tour d’Auvergne, Ambas- 
sador at the Court of St. James's, who receives the _— of 
Foreign Affairs; M. Duvergier, an aged barrister of eminence, 
Minister of Justice and Public Worship; M. Bourbeau, also a bar- 
rister, and former Mayor of Poitiers, Minister of Public Instruction; 
M. Alfred Leroux, formerly a banker, and now Vice-President of 
the Corps Législatif, Minister of Agriculture and Commerce; and 
Marguis de Chasseloup-Laubat, Minister presiding over the Council 
of State. Of the old Ministers who return to their posts in the 
new Government there are Marshal Niel (War), Admiral Regnault 
de Genouilly (Marine), M. de Foreade de la Roquette (Interior), 
M. Magne (Finance), M. Gressier (Publi c Works), and Marshal 
Vaillant (Emperor's Household). 

One of the first acts of the new Government has not tende.l to its 

pularity. ‘This is its decision to maintain the prorog ation of the 
Jorps Législatif until after the Senate has concluded its labours. Of 
the new Ministers it seems that three were in favour and three 
opposed to this course. As the Councils General of the Empire meet 
towards the end of August and sit until nearly the middle of 
September, it is presumed that the Corps Législatif will not be 
convoked until after the vintage—namely, the end of October or 
the beginning of November. In the meanwhile the Tiers Parti and 
the Left hold continued meetings of their respective members, 
uncertain what course to pursue in the present crisis. Everyone is 
indignant with M. Schneider, President of the Corps Législatif, as 
it was he who advised the Emperor to decree the prorogation of 
that body. He stands, consequently, but a poor chance of being 
re-elected to his present office. The presidency of the Senate has 
been conferred on M. Rouher. MM. Duruy and Vuitry have been 
appointed members of the Senate. 

The Oficial Journal of this morning publishes the appointment 
of the Marquis de Lavalette as Ambassador to the Court of St 
James’ s. 

On Sunday the Empress and the Prince Imperial went to Berck- 
sur-Mer, about twenty miles south of Boulogne, to be present at 
the inauguration of the Napoleon Hospital for sick children—aao 
establishment founded b the Paris municipality, aided by the 
State, mainly under the Empress’s auspices. The hospital, which 
has cost about £100,000, affords accommodation to 800 children. 
General Fleury, Baron Hausmann, together with a perfect troop of 
chamberlains, equerries, aides-de-camp, and ladies of honour, 
accompanied the Empress and the Prince, who were very enthu- 
siastically received, and managed to return to St. Cloud between 
nine and ten the same evening. 

The Tribunal of Commerce recently delivered a judgment 
dissolving the Société Immobiliére, and appointing three liquidators 
to wind up the affairs of that company. 


SPAIN. 

The Cortes has been prorogued till October. During the 
interval a permanent commission of eight members will sit, 
composed of representatives of all the parties in the Chamber. 

A telegram from Madrid announces that a plot has been dis- 
covered to assassinate the Regent Serrano, and also General Prim 
and Senor Rivero. Outwardly the tranquillity of the country is 
not disturbed, but the knowledge of Carlist and other plots gives 
rise to much anxiety. ; 

The Regent has left for the former Royal summer residence at 
La Granja. 

He has issued decrees appointing Senor Rances, Minister in 
London; Senor Olozaga, Ambassador in Paris; Senor Mazo, 
Minister in Vienna ; and Senor Fernandez Rioz, Minister in Lisbon. 
The Spanish Legation at Berne is suppressed. 

BELGIUM. 

Mr. Russell Jones, the new United States Minister at the Belgian 
Court, has arrived at Brussels. 

The Court of Assizes of Brussels has condemned M. Bachelery 
to six months’ imprisonment and a fine of 200f. for offences against 
the person of the Emperor of the French. 


SWITZERLAND. 

The National Council, after a long debate, has sanctioned the 
commercial treaty with Germany, and the convention for the pro- 
tection of literary property with the North German Confedera’ 
and also the treaty with Wirtemberg respecting the law of 
naturalisation. 

GREECE. 


The Chamber has assembled, and on the first vote taken, on the 
subject of the election of the members for Corinth, the Ministry had 
a majority of 82 against 53 votes. 

The Chamber has concluded the verification of the elections. 
The Government has a majority.

His Majesty 
added :—* This will always bo the surest guarantee for the main- 
tenance of peace at home and abroad; for every State institution 
requires respect and confidence in order to win friends and preserve 
tranquillity.” 

In Monday’s sitting of the Committee of the Reichsrath Dele- 
gation, Herr Brestel, Minister of Finance for the Cis-Leithan Pro- 
vinces, who had been invited to be pean, made a short financial 
statement. He said the financial year of 1869 would show an 
improvement of between 6,000,000 fl. and 7,000,000 fl. as compared 
with the estimate ; and, if the same state of things continue |, the 
deficit for the year 1870 would probably be, in round figures, 
56,000,000 f1., whereof 21,000,000 fl. would be covered. There would 
then remain a deficit of about 4,000,000 fl. to be provided for. 

A German railway congress has been opened at Vienna, under 
the presidency of I me, Councillor Fournier. The Minister of 
Commerce, Herr von Plener, welcomed the members of the 
assembly, and expressed pleasure at the fact of Vienna having been 
chosen as the seat of the congress. He laid stress upon the neces- 
sity for union in developing in common the system of communica- 
tion. Among the railway representatives at the congress is Duke 
Ujest, Vice-President of the North German Parliament. 

Archduke Wilhelm has been appointed commander-in-chief of 
the landwehr in that portion of the empire which is represented 
in the Austrian Reichsrath. General 
appointed his deputy in command. 

We hear from Pesth that the bills relating to the appointment 
of judges, the Hungarian Western Railway, and the Hungarian 
Galician Railway have received the Royal sanction. The sittings 
of the Hungarian Diet have been adjourned until October. 


GERMANY. 

The North German Correspondent states that the King of Prussia 
visited the springs of Ems for the first time on the 13th inst., and 
afterwards walked in the garden in company with the Grand 
Duchess and Prince Oscar of Sweden. Prince Albrecht visited his 
Majesty. The Prince and General von Geyr presented to the King 
a silver statuette of himself in the costume he wore at Potsdam 
during the tournament of 1829. All the surviving Princes and 
Knights who took part in that festival had united to make this present 
tohis Majesty. Prince Oscar of Sweden set out on the evening of the 
14th inst. for Paris on his way to Stockholm, where he intends to 
be present at the marriage of the Crown Prince of Denmark and 
Princess Louisa. Before leaving he dined with the King of Prussia. 

The German philologists will this year hold their twenty- 
seventh annual meeting in Kiel, from Sept. 27 to 30. 

There are 1962 students at the University of Berlin Of these 
403 are foreigners, chiefly Americans, English, and Scotch. There 
are no less than sixty American students, mostly sous of rich 
planters from the Southern States of the Union. 


AMERICA. 

President Grant and family have gone to Longbranch, there to 
remain a fortnight. 

A detachment of United States cavalry, under General Carr, has 
surprised a band of hostile Cheyenne Indians and killed fifty. 

The movement in favour of Cuban filibustering is very strong at 
New York, but the President seems determined to put it down. 
Two hundred of Colonel Ryan's men were encamped on Gardner's 
Island and refused to obey the United States Marshal’s order to 
disperse ; a detachment of marines was sent to compel them to do 
so, and 141 were captured, and sent as prisoners to the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard. President Grant has ordered the naval and military 
commanders of New York fully to sustain the United States Marshal 
in enforcing the neutrality laws. 

The new State Constitution of Texas is to be submitted to the 
vote on Nov. 13. 

The Government has agreed to allow the French Atlantic cable 
to be landed upon American territory, subject until Congress meets 
to conditions which the agent of the company has undertaken to 
observe. 

Since March 1 the national debt of the States has been reduced 
36,469,597 dols., or at the rate of more than 100,000,000 dols. per 
annum. Itis not expected, however, that this proportion can be 
kept up, as some of the recent receipts are from exceptional sourcas. 

The New York express-train was thrown off the rails on the 
Erie Railway on Wednesday week. The cars caught fire, and sevea 
persons were burnt to death. 

Several brokers and money-lenders of New York have been 
indicted by the grand jury for violation of the usury laws. 


INDIA. 

The Industrial Exhibition at Bombay was opened on Wednes- 
day week. 

Lady Mayo will, it is said, return to England at the close of the 
Agra festivities in honour of the Dake of Edinburgh, in January. 

By the arrival of the Overland Mail we learn that 300 men of 
the 10th Foot, at Secunderabad, have seceded from the Church of 
England m consequence of the Ritualistic practices of the Chaplain 
at Trimulgherry. 

Another item of news is that the re-marriage of a young Hindoo 
widow has been celebrated in Bombay, under the auspices of the 
Widow Re-marriage Association. 

The Bombay Gazette asserts that Shere Ali's proposals to the 
Khyber chiefs have been unfavourably received, and that the 
Khyber Pass has been closed. 

Advices from Abyssinia state that Colonel Kirham, a British 
officer, had joined Prince Kassa, who had placed a force of 2000 
infantry and 150 artillery under his command. 

CHINA. 

A despatch, with the date of Hong-Kong, June 24, states that

The grants actually made 
during the last six months were : —For churches, £7480 ; for schools 
or school-churches, £1528; for parsonages, £200; for sites, special 
cases, and contingencies, £1059.

Culture and Anarchy : an Essay in Political and Social Criticism. 
By Matthew Arnold. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) The many charms 
of the author’s productions are so well known that it were super- 
fluous and, perhaps, impertinent to dwell upon them as if one had 
but lately made a notable discovery. It may, however, be allow- 
able to express a wish that the outer were not so fond as he is of 
making out that all people are divisible into certain sects of “ isers”’ 
and their real or supposed views into different sorts of “‘isms;’’ 
that he were less hazy than he occasionally is in his statement of 
propositions; that he did not, as he apparently does, consider a 
puerile use of nicknames admirably suited to a serious disquisition ; 
and that he would make the thread of his arguments a little more 
continuous. He is a perfect master of banter, and the liveliness of 
those portions of his work in which he condescends to “‘ chaft’’ his 
opponents and critics, and anybody, in fact,'who has ever written or 
spoken disparagingly of the prophet of “‘ sweetness and light,”’ is 
more refreshing than a 
cooling draught. He 
has been called unprac- 
tical, and it cannot be 
denied that he has to 
some extent earned the 
epithet, which in these 
days of labour’s dig- 
nity and of the worship 
of material advantage 
is, in the opinion of all 
but a select few (who 
have been initiated into 
the mysteries of cul- 
ture), enough to con- 
demn the man to whom 
it is applied and his dis- 
ciples and his doctrines. 
Yet the prophet of cul- 
ture preaches a most 
captivating creed; and 
there must be many 
who would gladly join 
him us he lies beside 
his nectar, as he is 
filled with sweetness, as 
he is bathed in intel- 
lectual light, and as he 
from time to time hurls 
down the bolt of his 
scorn upon the sordid, 
practical, Philistine 
valley below. There 
is something delightful, 
and even heavenly, in 
the notion of passing 
your days in the study 
of perfection, in reading 
and contemplation, in 
undergoing the internal 
operation of ssthetic 
medicine, in rubbing off 
your many corners, 
until you have brought 
out your best self, until 
you have reached to- 
tality. But such an 
existence is incompa- 
tible with the ordinary 
life of a sordid world 
in which it is still ne- 
cessary for the great 
majority to eat their 
bread in the sweat of 
their brows. It is tobe 
feared that the study of 
perfection cannot be 
very generally pursued 
until nearly everybody 
shall have been pro- 
vided by a paternal 
Government with a 
pretty easy post, at a 
salary of not less than 
£500 a year; and a 
Government so liberal 
and ternal as that 
is still, if it be any- 
where, in the womb of 
the future. But if you 
cannot reach totality, 
that is no reason why 
you should refuse to go 
as far as you can; and 
anyone can go as far as 
teetotality. Sweetness 
and light, however, can- 
not be arrived at by 
merely taking the 
pledge; they come only 
xy great intellectual 
and moral cultivation, 
by learned leisure, by 
intelligent observation 
and reflection. There 
is the difficulty; and it 
is enough to excite a 
sardonic laugh to think 
that, just when the 
study of perfection and 
the acquisition of sweet- 
ness and light are so 
strongly, eloquently, 
and convincingly re- 
commended, the sordid 
struggle for daily bread 
should become more and 
more severe and more 
and more preoccupy- 
ing. And this fact sug- 
gests a question :—Is it 
not to the trunk of a 


tree rather than to the branches that attention must be paid if you | the 


wish it to bring forth good fruit ? Dig about it and dung it—that, is 





the trunk and its vicinity, not the branches. Yet such a book as | 


this under consideration is, from the nature of the case, addressed to | 


those who may be consid the branches of our social tree; and 
it would seem better that, if"the whole tree is to be preserved from 


decay, the attention bestowed upon them should be transferred to | 


the trunk. In other words, if those who can indulge in the con- 


templative study of perfection should choose to do so, holding aloof | 


from contaminating contact with all that is sordid, it is to be feared 
that the more perfect they get the more intolerable they will find 
any association with the opposites of sweetness and light, the wider 
will become the breach between culture and ignorance, and the 
nearer will be anarchy and decay. It would, perhaps, be better for 
everybody that the time which those who have culture might spend 
in trying to attain totality should be consumed in helping the 
masses from incipience onwards, till all should be in a fair way 
towards a golden mean. 

Cadore, or Titian’s Country. By Josiah Gilbert, one of the 
Authors of “‘ The Dolomite Mountains.’’ (Longmans.) There was, 
about 300 years ago, d ing in a certain large house on the north 
side of the wondrous city of Venice, an old man of ninety years and 
more—he died, in 1576, at ninety-nine—whose genius in art, rank- 
ing with that of Michael Angelo or Raffaello, has given a new 
movement to the mind of Europe, Tiziano Vecelli, the father of

modern landscape, as well as of portrait-painting, in Mr. Gilbert’s 
estimation, used t to look out of his window at Venice and to see the 
distant mountain — of his native district, sixty miles due 
north in a direct line, whither he was still accustomed to go 
yearly at the end of summer, bravely travelling, at his great 
age, to revisit the home of his family at Cadore.

You 
are equally the child of 
a murderer or forger, 
or both, whether your 
parents be alive or dead ; 
nevertheless (in novels) 
you may not marry the 
child of spotless parents 
so long as your guilty 
father or mother is 
alive; but, after he or 
she is dead, you may: 
yet, surely, the connec- 
tion with the crime and 
the criminal remains the 
same, and the conta- 
mination, if there be 
any, is not removed, It 
looks as if society cared 
more for the incon- 
venience likely to arise 
from being brought into 
possible contact with a 
criminal than for the 
injury done to the secial 
community by the com- 
migsion of a crime. 

The Occupations of a 
Retired Life. By Ea- 
ward Garrett. (Tinsley.) 
Three volumes, which 
pry ed who has plenty 
of leisure may read with 
great content, but not 
to be recommended to 
those who long for 
a breathless gallop 
through an uninter- 
rupted series of exciting 
incidents. The reader 
should be one who likes 
to pause and think, to 
conjure up the memo- 
ries of early life and 
boyish attachments, to 
indulge in quiet fancies, 
to follow the fortunes 
of somewhat common- 
place persons; to sym- 
pathise with the lowly, 
their duties, their sacri- 
fices, their troubles, and 
their joys.

We brought the history of the Irish Church Bill to the point 
at which the various and important alterations introduced 
into it by the House of Lords had been laid before the House 
of Commons. The Premier had given, outside Parliament, 
sufficient intimation of his feelings in regard to the amend- 
ments to leave room for little doubt as to the course which he 
meant to prescribe. Two nights were given to the discussion, 
and nearly all the Peers’ alterations were rejected, the only 
exception of note being the retention of the arrangement by 
which half a million was to be given to the Irish Church in 
lieu of her private endowments—a sum which there has been 
considerable and not unsuccessful effort to show is liberal 
payment for them. The preamble, with its declaration that 
none of the surplus shall be applied in aid of any Church or 
clergy, was restored to its pristine form; even the date was 
again fixed at Jan. 1, 1871, and the Ulster glebes were 
taken back. It is needless to say that the scheme 
of concurrent endowment was ruthlessly cut away; nor 
would the Premier listen to the proposal for reserving the 
surplus for future legislation. All this, being expected, 
caused little or no excitement ; but Mr. Gladstone made use 
of what has since been called an aeronautical illustration, 
which offended sundry, and for which Lord Granville had to 
make a sort of apology—the Premier described the Peers as 
people who were up in a balloon, and knew nothing of what 
was going on upon earth. There was not much—our habitual 
freedom of speech taken into account—to irritate anybody 
who was not in a state favourable to the reception of irri- 
tation ; but we may allow that the image was not very dig- 
nified, and was wanting in the happiness which usually marks 
the ornaments of the accomplished orator’s style. It seems 
a small matter to mention; but really that, and the retort 
discourteous in the House of Lords, have occasioned more 
talk than the details of the bill, of which we are becoming 
very weary, and, as Mr. Bright said, over which they excite 
themselves from sheer weariness. 

The bill, thus restored, was sent up to the Lords on the 
Friday, they having prolonged a formal sitting far into the 
night to avoid delay, and the consideration of the amendments 
was fixed for Tuesday last. On that night there was much 
storm in the august chamber. In vain did Lord Granville 
re-introduce the measure with the most earnest protest that 
in rejecting the amendments the Commons had intended to 
exhibit neither superciliousness nor contempt. But the 
measure had been altered into a form which really re-endowed 
the Church which it was intended to disendow. It would, he 
urged, be a breach of faith with the constituencies to assent 
to the principle of concurrent endowment, which had been 
repudiated on the hustings all over the country. Lord Cairns 
at once advanced to attack, and charged the Ministers with 
breaking the pledge that amendments should have respectful 
attention, a pledge which induced many noblemen to vote for 
the second reading, in opposition to their own judgment, 
He protested against leaving the large surplus, six or eight 
millions, at the disposal of Government instead of putting it 
under the control of Parliament. On this point, and on the 
coramutation and curate clauses, he must stand firm; but, 
for the sake of avoiding collision, he would give up the 
other amendments. After intimation from Lord Kimberley 
that Government could not accept this compromise, Earl Grey 
delivered a very severe speech apprising the Cabinet that, 
unless they made concessions, they would be held either to be 
careless what became of the bill or desirous to degrade the 
House of Lords. He allowed that concurrent endowment 
could not then be carried, but it was the fault of the Ministers 





that it could not, and, if the bill should be lost, the Peers were 
irresponsible. Earl Russell would rather assent to the bill than 
lose it altogether, but he protested against an abstract resolu- 
tion, which was, in his opinion, dangerous, and might lead to 
a much larger disendowment. The Duke of Argyll was very 
indignant at the allegation that it was sought to place the 
Lords in a false position, and he declared that Ministers who 
were capable of such a thought would deserve impeach- 
ment. He then tried to vindicate the balloon image, with 
which Earl Russell had evinced some discontent, by 
urging that no peer could know so much of the feelings of a 
constituency as a candidate on the hustings, who was sentient 
all over. But nought could assuage the anger of Lord 
Salisbury, who then delivered one of his bitterest and keenest 


| orations, full of sarcasm and by no means devoid of invective. 





This was—if we are to use the cant of the time—the sensation 
speech of the night. He opposed the preamble because it was 
false and also foolish. The Commons were like men who 
thought to save themselves from drunkenness by taking a 
pledge—virtuous now, they knew that they might lapse, and 
therefore bound themselves by swearing to words in an Act of 
Parliament. They acted at the bidding of one arrogant man, 
and their verdict was not that of the nation. Had Mr. 
Gladstone bid them accept the amendments they would have 
been accepted. Henceforth, if the Lords submitted now, they 
would not be able to hesitate over the most insignificant bill 
without being told that they were up in a balloon, and must 
do as ordered. The Bishop of London refused to vote 
for secularising Church property. Earl Granville gravely 
remonstrated with Lord Salisbury for treating weighty matters 
flippantly; but the next sensation was produced by no less 
solemn a personage than the Lord Chancellor, who evinced 
an animation—not to say a wrathfulness—unusual with him. 
He was very angry at having had to sit and hear Mr. 
Gladstone called arrogant; and he read Lord Salisbury a 
lecture on his levity, and prescribed for him the sort of train- 
ing which Rosaline advises Biron to adopt in order to cure 
his habit of mocking—to pay visits for a year to an hospital. 
Then he threw back charges of sinister dealing, and declared 
that he would allow no other personsto be arbiters of hishonour. 
After a series of slightly explosive remarks Lord Hatherley 
resumed his habitual tone, and urged the Lords to cherish a 
feeling of Christian love. The result was a division by which 
the Peers declared that they adhered to their alteration in 
the preamble, and this gave 173 against Government to 95 for 
the original preamble. Lord Granville then declared that he 
could go no further without consulting his colleagues. 

A Cabinet Council, which sat an unusually long time, was 
held on Wednesday, and the result has been unofficially 
announced to be that, on consideration, it is not thought that 
the question of the preamble is sufficiently important to allow 
the bill to be wrecked upon it. The crisis—we must concede 
a crisis, however unalarming and therefore unsatisfactory te 
the believers in such things—may now be said to be approach- 
ing. The Lords may repay concession on the part of the 
Government by concession on their own side; and, having 
obtained the excision of the declaration against clerical 
endowment, they choose to recollect that Parliament can here- 
after modify its own decree, and that no surplus can possibly 
come to be handled for several years. If there were a proba- 
bility that concurrent endowment could be favourably 
regarded, we might not regret the postponement of the bill. 
We own to a belief which we shall certainly not express in 
Lord Salisbury’s way. We should rather say that the 
subject has never been considered by the constituencies 
or the Commons, and that were Mr. Gladstone free to 
employ his wonderful power in making concurrence accept- 
able, things might take a very different turn; but, as they 
stand, it may be better to let public opinion gradually form, 
and in the mean time get a most irksome and irritating topic 
out of the way. 

A large number of meetings have been held in various 
parts of the country for the purpose of giving what the 
speakers call support to her Majesty's Government against 
the House of Lords. We do not desire to speak slightingly 
of the action of such of those who attend these most unneces- 
sary gatherings upon any sort of confused conviction that the 
demonstration is useful or patriotic. The promoters of the 
meetings are not, as a rule, persons whose conduct is likely 
to have much influence with thoughtful men, nor will the 
arguments repay the trouble of examining them. The Govern- 
ment needs no support. It had a majority of 124 on the 
main question of the Lords’ amendments, and the House of 
Commons is perfectly capable of taking all care of the 
Cabinet and of the Irish Church Bill. We will not apply 
a harsher word than superfluousness to the meetings in 
question ; but we may just point out that where there is 
so much unreasoning enthusiasm in regard to a difficult 
measure chiefly composed of details, the tendency of uncalled- 
for demonstrations is to raise doubts in the minds of states- 
men as to whether a bill, which is pronounced by those who 
certainly can but partially appreciate it to be absolutely of 
plenary inspiration, may not after all require reconsideration. 
To tell a certain class of Englishman to possess his soul in 
patience, hold his tongue, and mind his own business, is to 
fly, of course, in the face of the teaching of the present day. 
But the fact that he insists in holding the sort of meetings in 
question, when they are utterly useless, may have in it a 
lesson that may as well be marked.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Constitutional etiquette demands that in a slight review of the 
proceedings of Parliament in the last few days the House of Peers 
should have precedence, although that will be an inversion of the 
order Of history. Assuming, therefore, the fact of the rejection by 
the Commons of the chief and vital amendments of the Lords in 
the Irish Church Bill, the scene in the “gilded chamber” on 


Monday rises before the mental vision. Judging from the 
appearance of the ‘House, crowded as it was in every part—even 
the ladies came back in nearly as great force as on the evenings 


of the discussions on the second reading—the interest of the 
occasion was keenly felt. On the Ministerial benches there 
seemed to be a pervading gravity—with one exception; for Lord 
Clarendon appeared to_be more than usually in that vein which 
is characteristic of him, and which, if it is to be inter- 
preted, means that home politics are not worth being serious 
about; so he was in a state of jocoseness all the evening. Though 
quite free from the gout, Lord Granville looked pale, and worn, 
and anxious ; and as he was all through the sitting consult- 
ing with Mr. Gladstone, who was constantly on the steps of the 
throne, it is probable that his looks did not belie him. The tone of 
the speech, too, in which he moved the adoption of the Commons’ 
amendments was, though calm, anything but confident; and, 
indeed, it was as nearly supplicatory as the address of a represen- 
tative of a strong Government (in the Commons) could be. In 
strong contrast stood out Lord Cairns’s demeanour when he suc- 
ceeded with the rounded-out intimation of the course he meant to 
pureue. There was nothing triumphant, nothing defiant, butfhe was 
simply coolly assured. He argued as if from a foregone conclusion ; 
and even when stating that he would insist on his amendm&nts, he 
delivered that particular remark without emphasis and in rather 
a picktooth way. It seemed as if he with intention struck the 
key-note of the debate from the Opposition point of view, which 
was a personal run at the Prime Minister, for nothing could have 
been more icily contemptuous than the manner in which he spoke 
of the “ financing’’ of Mr. Gladstone with the money transactions 
of the bill. But, on the whole, Lord Cairns, beyond the fact of 
refusing to yield on the vital points, did not give much occasion for 
a spirited rejoinder on the part of Lord Kimberley, which was 
fortunate, as that noble Lord’s powers of retort, such as they are, 
do not usually “stick fiery off,"’ owing to the niminy-piminy cha- 
racter of his delivery. Why is it that when Lord Grey was de- 
livering his concentrated essence of personal hatred (as it were) 
of the Premier and the Ministry generally, which did duty for 
a speech on this occasion, there would come into one’s mind 
the idea of an adder? The bitterness of his long-drawn- 
out sayings gave a turn to the debate, and he had the merit 
of infusing into it a spirit which materially detracted from the calm 
consideration of the oy ye ~4 under the most critical circum- 
stances. Probably no better plan for averting the current into 
which Lord Grey had brought the discussion could have been 
adopted than the putting up of Lord Halifax, who desired to 
announce that he had given up concurrent endowment, and so 
parted from the old Whigs for the nonce; while the interposition 
of Lord Clanricarde with an avowal that he would cut himself Par- 
liamentarily into two, and support Ministers on one point of the 
preamble—which was the matter technically in question—and 
oppose them on the other, and the curious inconsistency of Lord 
Shaftesbury, who implored in his most prayerful tones and manner 
their Lordships to agree to everything that the Commons asked, 
and then anathematised the bill as fiercely as if he had been talking 
of the Pope, were episodes that might have resulted in the —s 
down of the spirit of personal antagonism which Lord Grey ha 
raised. 
But, doubtless perceiving this, Lord Russell, true to the one 
conviction which has regulated his political life for years—namely, 
that there should be no Prime Minister of the Liberal party but 
himself so long as he lives—came forward, and with that sickly 
sarcastic smile on his countenance which is ever present when he is 
about to strike a blow ata nominal friend and co-politician, went 
in for a most damaging flank movement on the Government. It was 
he who, by means of one or two pony touches of humour—which, 
being in the nature of jokelets at the Government, were rapturously 
caught up by the Opposition—gave that turn of levity to the dis- 
cussion which afterwards prevailed. Possibly this tendency was 
not a little fostered by the Duke of Argyll, who oe his speech by 
saying—as it were through his clenched teeth, and with the hissing 
tones which indicate —— anger—that he meant to be calm 
and gentle, whereas in five minutes he was rattling away in a 
towering passion, for it is the mishap of the noble Duke that his 
attempts at grandeur, his efforts at reproof, and the magnanimous 
scorn which he seems to infuse into the least pronounced of his 
ches, invariably stimulate involuntary mirth in the generality of 
the House. Thus it came about that the wicked humour which Lord 
Russell had evoked was at high tide when the Duke of Argyll ceased, 
so that Lord oo had an easy task to fool the Opposition to 
the top of its bent. He was in what may be called his old Lord- 
Robert-Cecil vein, which was a Gegree, or rather several degress, 
more aggravating than that which influenced him in the Lord - 
borne period, and in which he has not very much indulged since he 
has been Marquis of Salisbury. His expression of countenance, 
his “ poses,’’ his gestures, his modulations of voice, were in thorough 
keeping with his language and his sarcasm, so that altogether he 
may be described as Mephistophelean to the utmost. If in his 
inner heart he really cherishes the “dear delight of giv 
in,”’ he must have been abundantly gratified then, for Lo 
ranville in his reply and the Lord Chancellorin his passionate 
remonstrance, which, ong OS so mild and grave a man, 
sounded terrible, showed that Lord Salisbury had struck deep. The 
way in which the Ministers were hustled out of their attempt to get 
one part of the vexed question of the preamble put to the vote alone, 
while the Opposition were resolved to have the whole of the con- 
tested amendments dealt with in one division, was the culmination 
of the mortification of the Government; and when the decisive 
mew | inst them was declared, it was no surprise that Lord 
G should, in faltering°accents, state that he could bear no 
more, but must relegate the future of the bill in the Lords to a 
Cabinet Council.

schools. The grants to these schools amounted to £414,900, 
which was supplemented by £420,742 of school fees, and 
£472,750 by subscriptions and endowments. Speaking on the 
quality of the education given, Mr. Forster adduced the fact that 
428,000 day scholars and 35,500 night scholars had passed without 
failure in the R’s, being about 67 per cent. And while the increase 
in the population was about 1 per cent per annum, there had been 


| an increase of 7} per cent in the number of children attending 


school, 8 per cent in those presented for examination, and 10} per

@ magner as to be perfectly illusory. He himself had always 
objected to concurrent endowment, and had not proposed to 
reserve the application of the surplus with any view to a fresh con- 
current endowment. His objection to the Ministerial scheme 
was that it left six or eight millions sterling at the disposal 
of the Executive, and beyond Parliamentary control. Originally 
the whole of the Irish members were anxious to have the question 
of the —- delayed: and, in adhering to this amendment, he 
believed their Lordships would carry with them the opinion, if not 
the votes, of the majority in the Commons, and certainly the opinion 
of the country. As to the amendments respecting the power of 
commuting life interests, and with regard to curates, which he 
considered vital to the interests of the Church, he trusted their 
Lordships would firmly adhere to them also; but the others, which 
were of minor importance, he was quite willing, in his desire not 
needlessly to provoke a collision between the two Houses, to ask 
their Lordships to give up.

dinisters responsible for the failure of a policy which commended 
itself to nine tenths of the educated classes of the country, and 
which they could easily have carried if they had chosen to adopt it. 

Lord Halifax agreed with the noble Earl in regretting the 
impossibility of concurrent endowment, and, that being the case, 
he could not regard the words in the preamble as material. If the 
words were omitted the public would regard it as a covert design to 
promote concurrent endowment, and it would lead to useless 
religious agitation in the country. 

The Marquis of Clanricarde expressed his intention to support 
the Government, but hoped that their Lordships would insist on 
the reservation of the surplus. 

The Earl of Shaftesbury regarded the bill with little affection; 
for it was the most violent and revolutionary measure submitted te 
Parliament since the Reformation, and he believed that before long 
it would have a serious effect, not only on the relations ef Church 
and State, but also on religion and property. The public mind, 
however, appeared to be fixed on the bill, and if their Lordships 
were to resist it he feared a cry would be raised, not of “‘ concurrent 
endowment,”’ but of ‘“‘concurrent disendowment.’’ He for one 
would not add to the imminent danger of the position in which 
their Lordships now found themselves, lest it should result in the 
destruction of other important institutions. 

Earl Russell expressed himself in favour of the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church and of its disendowment, subject to existing 
rights. With this object he regarded the declaration in the pre- 
amble as unnecessary and impolitic. To have given glebes to the 
clergy of all denominations would, he thought, have been the wisest 

lan. This would not only have established religious equality but 
2ave done much to appease religious discord. He should therefore 
vote against the Government in respect to the preamble. 

The Duke of Argyll, replying to the observations of Earl Grey, 
denied that the Government were desirous of precipita’ a col- 
lision between the two Houses, and added that if they enter- 
tained such a design they would have deserved to be turned out of 
office. He also warmly condemned the principle of concurrent 
endowment, and, defending the provisions of the bill, insisted that 
the Irish Church had been treated with more than justice—with 
liberality and generosity.

THE IRISH CHURCH BILL.—MINISTERIAL STATEMENT. 

Earl Granville rose, amid breathless silence, and said, in reference

WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, July 17 :— 

In London the births of 2051 children, 1030 boys and 1021 
girls, were registered last week. In the corresponding weeks of 
ten years, 1859-68, the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2106. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1313. 
It was the twenty-eighth week of the year, and the average number 
of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of popula- 
tion, 1416. The deaths in the present return are less by 103 than 
the estimated amount, but exceed by 34 the number recorded in 
the preceding week. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 404, 
the corrected avei number being 449. Two deaths from small-

rom whooping-cough, 14 from typhus fever, 17 from enteric fever, 
11 from simple continued fever were registered. The prevailing 
high temperature of the air and of the water of the Thames has 
caused an increase in the mortality from diarrhcea, and has also 
occasioned some deaths from simple cholera or choleraic diarrhoea. 
The deaths of 96 children and 6 adults from diarrhoea were recorded 
last week. In the three preceding weeks the total numbers were 
28, 20, and 30. 163 persons died from phthisis, 80 from bronchitis, 
and 52 from pneumonia. The deaths of 5 persons from alcoholism, 
of 6 persons from drowning, of 6 infants and 1 adult from suffoca- 
tion, and of 8 persons who committed suicide were registered. The 
deaths of two children who were killed by horses or vehicles in the 
streets were recorded. 

In the week 4224 births and 2772 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom.

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FINE ARTS. 

The supplies for the British Museum, the South Kensington 
Museum, the National Gallery, and other purposes more or less 
relating to art have been voted with tolerable liberality, bearing in 
mind ‘Low determinedly the present Government is bent on 
economy. Hithertothe Liberal Governments have com some- 
what vantageously with their Tory rivals in this respect. 
There was little in the debates on the Estimates calling for com- 
ment. Mr. Layard doubtless acted unconstitutionally in com- 
missioning mosaics for the Westminster Palace without even 
referring to ‘the Treasury. But in substituting Mr. Fergusson 
for Mr. Pennethorne as an —— non-competing 
architectural adviser and referee, the First Commissioner 
unquestionably acted upon sound principles of public adminis- 
tration.

In the course of the debate on the National 
Gallery some statements were made which, if true, should not 
be concealed from the public, and if false, as they were pro- 
claimed to be by Mr. Layard, should be disproved by something 
more than a general assertion. For our part, we have great con- 
fidence in the taste and knowlege of the director of the National 
Gallery. But it may be that he lacks the prompt and alert business 
habits which would secure pictures for the nation at the first hand 
and at the lowest prices ; or, what is more probable, his hands may 
be tied by the trustees. Something analogous certainly takes place 
in regard to the National Portrait Gallery. It happens sometimes 
that an historical portrait comes into the market, and, owing to the 
routine delays of that institution, the picture (while known to be 
desired by that institution) repeatedly changes hands among dealers, 
the price each time of course augmenting before it can be 
purchased for the nation. However, as the allegations made 
against the National Gallery by Mr. Bentinck in Tuesday’s debate 
have not been refuted, we feel bound to give them. That member 
informed the House that in 1867 two pictures by a painter of the 
fifteenth century were offered to the authorities of the National 
Gallery, who would have nothing to do with them.

We may add that the pictures by Van Huysum and A. Cuyp 
above mentioned, together with a frame conwining three portraits 
of Cardinal Richelieu from various points of view, painted by 
Philippe de Champagne, have lately been added to the gallery. 

On Wednesday last the Architectural Museum, at the building 
erected for its reception, near Dean’s-yard, Westminster, was 
opened. The nucleus of the collection was formed about eighteen 

ears ago, and for many years was domiciled in the South 

ensington Museum. At length the growth of the collection, and 
other reasons, rendered a removal desirable; accordingly, the 

resent plain but suitable building was erected for its reception. 
The museum was designed to give to art-workmen an opportunit 
ef studying reproductions of works, the originals of which 
neither their time nor means would allow them to visit. The 
collection, which is now a ve valuable and instructive 
one, consists of casts and copies of many of the finest ancient 
examples of architectural works and details, and allied arts, and the 
examples have been arranged as far as possible in the order of their 
date. Already the museum is full, yet many promises of additional 
casts, models, and specimens have been received. Before, however, 
the museum building can be enlarged, a debt on it of £1000 must be 
reduced. 

The essential restorations of Llandaff Cathedral have been 
accomplished by the completion of the north and south towers at 
the western end of the building, the chapter-house, and other por- 
tions of the cathedral. The remaining works are chiefly decora- 
tive, and there is no doubt that the nec funds will be soon 
f coming to carry them out, and thus complete the great scheme 
of restoration which has now been in progress for about twenty-five 

ears.

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THE WIMBLEDON RIFLE MEETING. 


The fortnight’s proceedings of the National Rifle Association on 
Wimbledon-common was concluded on Saturday by the distribution 
of prizes, in which ceremony her Royal Highness Princess Christian 
of Schleswig-Holstein, formerly styled Princess Helena, officiated 
with her usual kindness and grace; followed by the grand review 
of eight thousand volunteers and three thousand regular troops 
from Aldershott, under the general command of his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge. We must first briefly revert to two or 
three incidents of the meeting, which took place on the earlier days 
of last week, and have already been mentioned, but which form the 
subjects of Illustrations in this Number. 

The winning of the Queen’s prize, on Tuesday week, by 
Corporal Angus Cameron, of the 6th Inverness Corps, a young man 
of twenty-two, who had won the same prize in 1866, when we gave 
his Portrait in this Journal, is the great event of this meeting. 
His score was 24 marks at the 800 yards’ range, 24 at the 900 yards, 
and 23 at the 1000 yards—total, 71. The next to his was that of 
Mr. Impey, 2lst Middlesex, which was 24 at the 800 yards, 19 at 
the 900 yards, and 23 at the 1000 yards—total, 66. The score made 
by Mr. Angus Cameron in 1866 was 69, which was more than any 
one else had ever made. On this occasion he had sixty 
competitors at the second stage, amongst whom were several 
good shots. But he has gained, for the second time, the 
honour of being hailed as the champion British marksman, holding 
the gold medal and badge of the association, and receiving the 
Queen’s gift of £250. Between five and six o'clock, when the result 
of the competition was known, all his friends and admirers, 
Englishmen and Irishmen, as well as Scotchmen, raised a shout of 
triumph. The champion, who is a small boyish figure, was hoisted 
upon the shoulders of two strong men, and carried off to the Council 
tent. He was preceded by the band of the Victorias, playing ‘‘ See 
the Conquering Hero comes,’’ and accompanied by a throng of ex- 
cited and gratified volunteers, cheering lustily. The champion of 
1869 and 1866 was received with due honour by the members of the 
Council and officers of the association, They examined and tested 
his rifle, to prove that it was according to the regulations, with 
respect to the pull of trigger and other particulars. It was found 
perfectly regular, and the hero of the day was again carried in - 
cession all through the camp. The broad-brimmed white felt hat, 
which he had worn while shooting, was replaced bya Highland 
bonnet; he had a grey coat and trousers of blue and green tartan. 
His reception in the regimental tent of the London Scottish was 
most enthusiastic. Everybody insisted on drinking his health; but 
Mr. Cameron himself, as a strict total abstainer, refused even the 
cooling refreshment of a draught of claret; and, having modestly 
thanked his friends and fellow-countrymen, retired to the establish- 
ment of Messrs. Spiers and Pond, to take a cup of tea. 

This new re ent pavilion, of which a view is given in one 
of our Engravings, was a great improvement in the arrangements 
for the Wimbledon meeting. It was crowded with guests on each 
of the most popular and fashionable days. Messrs. Spiers and Pond, 
with all their cooks, waiters, and young women at the counters, 
forming a staff of 450 persons, had quite enough todo. Not a seat 
was vacant in the dining-rooms during two or three hours in the 
afternoon, and it is computed that there were 25,000 customers at 
the buffet in two days. The actual consumption of articles of food 
on these two days included the following, among other items :— 
8000 lb. of bread, 16,000 rolls, 5 cwt. of biscuits, 1000 fruit pies, 
4 cwt. of fresh butter, 5000 eggs, 4cwt. of cheese, 2500 lettuces, 
1} ton of potatoes, 600 quarts of shelled 5 tons of ice, 600 quarts 
of ices, 780 gallons of tea, 130 gallons of coffee, 350 gallons of milk, 
100 tongues, 100 hams, 5 cwt. of salmon, 156 Ib. of eels, 20 turbot, 
480 lobsters, 900 head of poultry, 6 tons of meat, 80hhds. of ale and 
stout, 760 gallons of claret cup, besides a large quantity of wines, 
spirits, liqueurs, and aerated waters. 

The shooting for the Army and Navy challenge cup,on Tuesday 
and Wednesday week, is the subject of another Illustration. 
There were, in the first stage, fifty prizes competed for by two men 
from each regiment or battalion in the Army and ten men from 
each of her ae training-ships. Sergeant Shorthose, 96th 
Regiment, won the first prize of £10 with 32 points; and following 
him came Sergeant Porter, 2nd Coldstream Guards, £5, 29 points ; 
B. M. Bretton, H.M.S. Excellent, £5, 29 points. In the second 
stage, each marksman taking seven shots at 600 yards, they 
endeavoured to combine the most rapid firing with the most accu- 
rateaim at the target. Colour-Sergeant M‘Clurg, 22nd Regiment, 
made 16 points, and won the prize at this stage, as we stated last 
week; but at the third on the Th y, he and Colour- 
Sergeant Beecham each e 73 points, firing twenty-nine shots 
in three minutes with their Snider-Enfields. The International 
eights champion prize, competed for by the two best shots in each 
of the three eights, English, Irish, and Scottish, which had con- 
tended for the Elcho challenge shield, was shot for on Thursday 
week. The marksmen entitled to compete in this match were, on 
behalf of Scotland, Captain Malcolm and Mr. Farquharson; for 
Ireland, Mr. Smyth and Mr. Lloyd; and for England, Captain 
Fenton and Mr. Turner. The match was hotly contested, and 
resulted in a tie between the highest Scotch and Irish scores, while 
England was but a ~~ point behind. Then came a still more 
trying moment. Mr. Farqubarson for Scotland, and Mr. Smyth 
for Ireland, had to shoot off the tie. Both obtained centres, and 
both accordingly were compelled to fire again. Next time Mr. 
Farquharson obtained a bull’s-eye, and so immediately afterwards 
did Mr. Smyth—a bull’s-eye at 1000 yards being, as the initiated 
know, so small an object as to be barely distinguishable. A second 
bull’s-eye was made for Scotland, and once more Ireland fol- 
lowed suit. Mr. Farquharson then scored his third wast sere 
running, and it seemed difficult to believe that he could again be 
tied. owever, a third bull’s-eye was made for Ireland, and the 
spectators felt themselves wound up toa high pitch of admiration 
and excitement. The next shot was a centre, and therefore a fallin 
off ; but the next fell off further still, for it was only an outer, | 
accordingly all the honours and substantial advantages of the two- 
days’ match remained with Scotland. 

A large party of visitors, with Miss Burdett-Coutts among them, 
were entertained in camp on Thursday week by the Colonel and 
officers of the Tower Hamlets Volum which corps lately 
attended the , yeting of Columbia-square Market. Miss Coutts 
was also greeted on the same afternoon by a number of the Belgian 
volunteer riflemen who had enjoyed her hospitality at Highgate on 
a former occasion. In the evening she and the other visitors were 
received by Lady Elcho at Lord Elcho’s quarters, and afterwards 
heard the singing in the camp of the Civil Service Rifle Volunteers. 

The flying column of regulars from Aldershott, under Major- 
General Sir A. Horsford, arrived and encamped on the Friday. It 
consisted of about 230 of the 10th Hussars, under the command of 
Colonel Baker; a battery of horse artillery and a battery of field 
artillery, under Colonel , ; the 3rd Buffs, 452 in number, 
under Colonel Pearson ; 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers, under Colonel 
Bell, V.C., C.B.; the 34th Foot, under Colonel Guilt, C.B.; the 
second battalion of the Rifle Brigade, under Colonel Glyn, C.B. ; 
the Military Engineer Train, the A troop of Royal Engineers, and 
a company of 1 Engineers, under Captain Lambert; the 
Military Train, under Captain Hayhoe ; the Field Telegraph, under 
Captain Stodard. At mid-da the Duke of Cambridge, attended by 
Colonel Cousins and with Colonel Colville, the camp commandan 
in attendance, visited the camp of the flying column, rode roun 
the general camp, and inspected the ground. Many distinguished 
persons visited the camp during the day. Amongst others, the 
sons of the Nawab Nizam of Bengal went round the common with 
Lord Elcho. The interest taken by the Nawab in rifle-shooti 
induced him to offer a prize of £50 to be shot for, five shots, at £ 
yards. The eldest Prince a Lord Elcho’s invitation to try 
his skill with an ordinary long Enfield. He made two centres, near 
the bull’s-eye. At the running-deer target he proved that he was 
as good a shot at moving objects. 

The principal events of yesterday week were thus decided :— 
The Duke of Cambridge's prize for rifles which had already won a 
prize at 200 and 500 yards for rapid firing, seven shots at yards: 
Corporal Fraser, Queen’s Edinburgh Rifles (Henry rifle), 23 points ; 
two others made a like score, but Fraser won the tie. This is the 
third year in succession in which the Henry has taken the first 
prize in this competition. In the breech-loading prize for the 





greatest number of points in three minutes, at 200 and 500 yards, 
with the Martini-Henry rifle, Private Hay, London Scottish, stands 
first with 127 at 200 and 119 at 500 yards. In the evening Prince 
and Princess Christian and suite were at the 200-yards’ range and 
desired to see the principal breech-loaders fired.

Mr. Latham measured all the winners’ 
cartons publicly in the afternoon, and, though there were more 
than 3000 cartons made, the measuring was completed in about 
three hours. The Henry Peek prize, shot for by winners of Enfield 
prizes during the meeting, was won by Drum-Major Hutchinson, 
lst Gloucester; and the Dudley, a similar prize for small-bores, was 
awarded to Sergeant Clews, who made 45 out of a possible 48 at 
800 and 1000 yards. A prize given by Lady Elcho, and called the 
cottage prize, was shot for by officers of the staff and won by 
Captain Phipps, 29th Regiment, 10 shots at 200, 30 points; 
Captain Barnes, School of Musketry, was second with a like number 
of points. In theevening the camp was very much crowded, and in 
every mess tent an entertainment of some kind was going on. The 
Belgians were invited to a dinner under the auspices of the Anglo- 
Belgian Committee, and had their prizes presented to them, which 


had been subscribed for by the Ist Surrey Rifles, who gave £25, | 
and the committee £25, to be shot for by the Belgians only.

For the first s of the Alexandra, five shots at 
500 yards, with the Enfield, Quartermaster-Sergeant Nicholl, of 
the 10th Stafford, took £20, and was called again to receive 
£50, for winning the second stage. Captain Jeston, 2lst 
Middlesex, received the handsome Enfield Association cup, 
value £50. The “any-rifle’’ Wimbledon cup (£100) was 
taken by Sergeant Ferguson, list Inverness, 51 out of 56 
marks, in seven rounds, at 600 and 1000 yards. Colour- 
Sergeant Hayes, of the London Rifle Brigade, won a cup of 
similar value. The Army and Navy challenge cup, given by the 
association and open to soldiers and sailors of her Majesty’s 
service, was received by Colour-Sergeant M‘Clury, second battalion 
of the 2nd Regiment.

The foundation-stone of the new building of the London Orphan 
Asylum, at Watford, was laid on Tuesday week, in the presence of 
their Royal Highnessesthe Prince and Princess of Wales. The history 
of this institution is remarkable. It was founded in 1813 by the 
late Rev. Dr. Andrew Reed, father of Mr. Charles Reed, M.P. The 
entire number of children who have been educated in it since that 
time is 3327, including the present inmates, of whom there are 
between 400 and 500. Some of them have been enabled to gain a 
position, not only of social respectability, but also of wealth. One 
of these has undertaken to build the new chapel of the new asylum 
ata cost of £5000, and the aggregate contributions of the old 
pupils to the building fund of the new asylum, exclusive of the 
chapel, approach £4000. The original asylum was built at 
Clapton, in 1823; the first stone was laid by the Duke of York, and 
almost the first subscriber was her Majesty’s father, the Duke of 
Kent. The late Duke of Cambridge presided at the opening of the 
Clapton Asylum, which has always enjoyed the patronage of the 
Royal family. But what was a very large home for the London 
Orphan Asylum in 1825 has now become comparatively small, and 
by the crowding of population not very healthy. The managers have 
therefore obtained a site close to the Watford railway station, and 
near Cassiobury Park, the seat of the Earl of Essex. The build- 
ings are designed, on the detached block or pavilion system, like 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, at Lambeth, by Mr. Henry Dawson, in a 
Gothic style of architecture; they will be capable of accommo- 
dating 200 girls and 400 boys; and, as six years is the average stay 
of the children, of receiving about one hundred new pupils annually. 
One of these pavilions, or “‘houses,’’ will be built with £3000 
given by the Grocers’ Company; and a like sum is being raised by 
the ladies of Hertfordshire, under the lead of the Countess of 
Verulam and the Countess of Essex, for a pavilion to be called the 
Hertfordshire House. The land has been bought by a fund set on 
foot by the late Duke of Wellington, which was originally meant 
for providing a separate Girls’ Asylum, and about £10,000 has 
been contributed to the present building fund. But at least three 
times this amount will be required, and a good step has now been 
made towards it, the Prince of Wales heading the list with £105, 
the Princess with £26 5s., while the Marquis of Westminster gave 
£200, and other noblemen and gentlemen have added their 
donations. A collection was also made on Tuesday week, in the 
form of purses of money handed to the Prince and Princess. 

The people of Watford and its neighbourhood, preparing to meet 
their Royal visitors, had erected two pretty triumphal arches, with 
flags and inscriptions of welcome, on the road from the railwa 
station. They crowded the sides of the road at certain places, and 
cheered the Prince and Princess on their arrival. A detachment of 
the South Herts Yeoma: Cavalry, under Lord Malden, acted as 
the guard of honour; while the ground was kept by the first bat- 
talion of the Herts Rifle Volunteers. Their Royal Highnesses 
arrived at two o'clock by special train, and were received at the 
station by the Lord Lieutenant of the county, the Earl of Verulam, 
the Earl and Countess of Essex, and some of the chief officers of 
the charity. The Prince and Princess entered am open carriage and 
four, and drove slowly along the road to the tent where the 
memorial-stone was to be deposited. Here, at the entrance to the 
marquee, a short procession was formed, and, preceded by those 
connected officially with the asylum, the architect, the treasurer, 
the chaplains, and the bishop of the diocese (the Bishop of 
Rochester), the Royal party at once to where the stone was 
to be laid. They were cheered on all sides in the most enthusiastic 
manner y ar assembled people. The Princess had repeatedly to 
stop and bow to right and left in acknowledgment of the fervour 
with which she was greeted. The ceremony of laying the founda- 
tion-stone was conducted in the usual manner. Before the stone 
was laid an address was read to the Prince by Mr. James Capel, 
who has been a munificent friend to the charity nearly fifty years. 
This address was replied to by his Royal Highness. The 
stone was then duly laid, and, after prayers had been offered by the 
Bishop of Rochester, the ceremony of presenting purses was gone 
through. Fortunately for the asylum, this was a long process, and 
— to the number of about 250, containing various sums—none 
ess than £5, and some as much as £50—were deposited upon the 
stone, both Prince and Princess bowing graciously as each was pre- 
sented. The visitors then adjourned to a large marquee, in which 
lunch was served. Their Royal Highnesses sat at a cross table in 
the centre, and near them were the Parl and Countess of Essex, 
the Earl and Countess of Verulam, Lord and Lady Chesham, Lord 
and Lady Ebury, Lord Rokeby, the Bishop of Rochester, Mr. James 
Capel; Mr. Abel Smith, M.P.; Mr. W. H. Smith, M.P.; Mr. E. 
Marjoribanks, and others. Altogether, about 700 guests sat down 
to the déjefiner, and, the great tent being prettily decorated, made 
the whole scene one of unusual festivity and animation. The band 
of the Colstream Guards played during the repast, at the con- 
clusion of which the health of the Royal visitors was, after that of 
the Queen, drunk with the most enthusiastic applause. The Prince 
then gave briefly ‘‘ Success to the London Orphan Asylum,’’ and 
after that “‘The Health of Mr. James Capel’’ and “* The Lord 
Lieutenant of the County, the Earl of Ve .” A list of sub- 
scriptions and promised donations to the amount of nearly £8000 
was then announced by the secretary, after which the Royal party 
entered their carriages and returned to town.

MUSIC. 
The revival of “Le Prophéte” at the Royal Italian Opera on 
Saturday last gave occasion for the appearance of Mdlle. Titiens in 
a part hitherto unessayed by her, and one in which she was as suc- 
cessful as in any of her previous great interpretations. Even with 
the grand performance of Fides by Madame Viardot Garcia strong 
in our remembrance, we can accord unqualified praise to this new 
effort of Mdlle. Titiens. The character of Fides is one which 
demands very high and special requisites, both vocal and dramatic, 
for its effective realisation—indeed, only rare powers in these 
respects can succeed in rendering it, as it should be, the centre of 
interest in the opera. The young and handsome Bertha, the 
betrothed of John of Leyden, however well represented, sinks into 
comparative insignificance by contrast with the deep, enduring 
egony and tragic despair of the wobegone mother striving to 
recall the affection and duty of the infatuated son whose 
ambition renders him a tool in the hands of the fanatic 
Anabaptists. In the various scenes of the opera, when first made 
to feel the coldness of her son in the commencement of his infatua- 
tion; in the menene eee to that son, * O figlio mio!’’ when 
seeking to rouse his better feelings; again, when wandering as a 
dejected mendicant towards the scene of John’s triumphant coro- 
nation as Prophet-King, only to meet with his scorn and defiant 
denial as he descends from the high altar with crown on head ; 
and, finally, in the closing scene of John’s repentance and recon- 
ciliation with his parent—in all these situations Mdlle. Titiens dis- 
played histrionic a such as are rarely possessed by stage- 
singers ; while in the execution of the music, the alternate expres- 
sion of grief and maternal affection, indignation at filial ingratitude, 
culminating in the imprecation on her son, and then giving way to 
that touching reaction of all the tenderest feelings of the 
devoted parent on the repentance of that son—in the dif- 
ferent movements in which these alternations are so power- 
fully embodied by Meyerbeer, Mdlle. Titiens’s singing was 
replete, by turns, with the deepest patios and the grandest tragic 
ower. In addition to the arioso Scenky specified, we may name, 
rom among many instances, the complaint of the mendicant, 
** Pieta, pieta;’’ the fine duet with Bertha, ‘‘Per serba,”’ so full of 
contrasted expression, especially the several in the 
cathedral scene, including Fides’s terrible denunciation of her son 
and her broken-hearted, forced disavowalof him; and the duet with 
John in the last act. In every case, the performance of Malle. 
Titiens was attended with marked success; the close of the 
cathedral scene having elicited a special demonstration from the 
audience. The 1 of Bertha was very efficiently filled by Mdlle. 
Sinico, whose value was particularly evidenced in the graceful duet 
with Fides in the first act, “‘ Della ) Patan and still more so in the 
subsequent more important one with the same character, ‘“‘ Per 
serba.’’ Signor Mongini was somewhat unfortunate in making his 
last appearance for the season in such a part as that of John of 
Leyden, in which .he challenged inevitable comparisons with pre- 
vious splendid performances by Signori Mario and Tamberlik. 
Probably there may have been some degree of indisposition to 
account for Signor Mongini’s very unsatisfactory effort, almost the 
only good point in which was his effective delivery of the farewell 
to his home and early associations beginning with the passage, 
** Addio mia madre,”’ the whole of which was given so well as to 
render incomprehensible the coarse crudeness of most of the other 
ortions of his performance. The several solos of John, which 
fowe usually been so effective, such as the “ Pastorale,’’ the 
prayer, the triumphal hymn, and the final bacchanalian song, all 
fell flat in Signor Mongini’s delivery; and this singer leaves us 
with a stronger impression than ever of a glorious voice misused and 
of capabilities imperfectly trained, Theremainderof the cast included 
the Count Oberthal of Signor Tagliafico, as three years since; and the 
unusually efficient performance of the three Anabaptists by Signori 
Marino, Foli, and Bagagiolo, who gave all due effect to the fre- 
quently-reiterated chant ‘‘ Ad nos, ad salutarem,”’’ and to their 
chavo in the important quartet of the first ~~ Sotto il giogo.”’

LAW AND POLICE. 


The fees received in the Court of Queen’s Bench, the Common 
Pleas, and the Exchequer, for the year ending March 31, amounted 
to £94,000, being less by £5700 for payments of salaries, pensions, 
and compensations. The excess of payments over receipts in the 
Court of Probate was £74,700; in the Court of Admiralty, £8000 ; 
and in the Court of Land Registry, £4330. None of the above 
payments include the salaries of Judges. 


The petition of Mr. Padwick, as a judgment creditor of the 
Duke of Newcastle, for an order to sell the Duke’s equitable life 
interest in his residence at Carlton House-terrace was before the 
Master of the Rolls on Monday. The petition was opposed on the 
ground that Mr. Padwick, not having complied with certain legal 
forms, was not entitled to ask for an order to sell. Judgment will 
be given on Monday next. 


Dr. Hardwicke, Deputy Coroner for Central Middlesex, appeared 
in the Bankruptcy Court, yesterday week, on his own petition. He 
attributed his failure to the heavy expenditure in the contest for 
the coronership of West Middlesex, eighteen months ago. The 
debts are £2800. It was stated that proceedings are pending which, 
if successful, would most likely pmo the bankrupt to satisfy his 
creditors, An adjournment was therefore ordered until November. 


An application arising out of the will of the late Mr. W. J. 
Etches, Srontestel, came before Vice-Chancellor Stuart ey 
week. The testator had directed that £20,000 of ordinary stoc! 
and £10,000 of 7 per cent Crystal Palace preference shares should 
be handed over to the directors of the Crystal Palace Company, and 
that the yearly income from this sum should be applied to the pur- 
pose of promoting the opening of the palace on Sundays; and, 
after that object is attained, to adding to the attractions of the 
palace and grounds. Mr, Etches also gave a life interest in a sum

ductive of more evil than good. She was, however, ordered to 
comply with the provisions of the Act of Parliament. At Ham- 
mersmith, on Tuesday, another conviction took place under the 
Vaccination Act, the defendant objecting to have the operation 
performed with matter taken from another child. In connection 
with this subject it may be added that Dr. Lankester held an inquest, 
on Monday, upon the body of a child who was alleged to have 
died through the introduction of impure vaccine into his system. 
The jury found that erysipelas, produced by vaccination, was the 
cause of death. 


George Wilson, a determined-looking fellow, was convicted at 
the Middlesex Sessions, on Tuesday, of stealing a purse from the 
‘ket of Mrs. Davey, of Great Newport-street. In answer to the 
ourt, a warder of Coldbath-fields prison proved the following long 
list of convictions against the prisoner :—One month, March 12, 1858; 
three months, June 22, 1858 ; seven days, March 23, 1859 ; one month, 
April 4, 1859; three months, Nov. 19, 1859; two months, July 10, 
1860; three months, Oct. 9, 1860; three months, March 7, 1864; 
three months, Dec. 29, 1864; two months, Jan. 2, 1866; three 
months, 1867; two years, June 10, 1867; and seven other small 
convictions. All these convictions were for serious offences—viz., 
uttering counterfeit coin, thefts, and assaults. He was one of the 
worst men in prison, and a at deal of trouble to the prison 
warders.

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THE SAILORS’ ORPHAN 
GIRLS’ HOME. 


The new building of the Sailors’ 
Orphan Girls’ School and Home, 
lately erected on a freehold site 
at Hampstead, purchased by the 
committee of management, was 
ager ny opened, yesterday week, 
y his Royal Highness Prince 
Arthur. We give an Illustration 
of this building, which is hand- 
some and commodious, affording 
room for a hundred girls. Its 
total cost has been £10,000; the 
architect was Mr. Edward Ellis, 
of Fenchurch-street; and the 
builder was Mr. Watts, of Hamp- 
stead. This institution is de- 
signed especially to be an asylum 
for the fatherless daughters of 
seamen in the Royal Navy and 
Marines. Besides the ordinary 
causes of mortality on board ship, 
about 2000 British sailors perish 
every year through disasters at 
sea. The Government School at 
Greenwich provides for the orphan 
boys of naval seamen ; but no pro- 
vision has yet existed for their 
girls, as that excellent charity, 
the Merchant Seamen’s Orphan 
Asylum, receives only the chil- 
dren of sailors in the mercantile 
marine. The @yslum at Hamp- 
stead, however, makes no dis- 
tinction between classes of sailors, 
Up to the present time it has 
maintained and educated as 
domestic servants about sixty 
orphans at a time, and offered 
them a temporary home when out 
of employment. The new build- 
ing will receive a larger number, 
It was at one time hoped that 
Princess Louisa would have performed the inaugural ceremony ; 
but the Queen deputed her brother, Prince Arthur, to attend 
in her stead. Amongst the company present were the Bishop 
of London, Lord Shaftesbury, Admiral Sotheby; the First Lord 
of the Admiralty, Mr. Childers; Admiral Hand, Admiral Eden, 
the Hon. Captain Maude, General Boileau, and others. An address 
was presented to the Prince setting forth the objects of the in- 
stitution, and mentioning that inmates were received from all 
parts of the United Kingdom; that children were admissible 
from all maritime services; but that they were to be educated 
‘¢in the principles of the Church of England.’’ The Prince replied 
to the address; after which the Bishop of London, assisted by one 
or two clergymen, performed a religious service. The orphans 
chanted the 23rd psalm with good choral effect. Mr. Childers then 
delivered a brief address of commendation and congratulation. The 
next business was that of receiving purses of money collected by 
any ladies who had exerted themselves for this object. They were 
entitled, upon collecting 5 gs., to be enrolled as life governors, and 
to vote at all future elections of children, having a greater number 
of votes for a larger collection of money. Some of the married 
ladies sent up their own little girls to deliver their purses to his 
Royal Highness, instead of going up themselves. About 130 
ladies, all dressed in blue and white—some of them so young that 
they could scarcely walk up the steps of the platform—deposited 
purses of 5 gs. each and upwards in the hands of the Prince. The 
National Anthem was then sung by the children, and the Prince 
placed the memorial-stone in the entrance-hall and planted a fir- 
tree at the north-west corner of the grounds. About 700 persons 
then sat down to lunch in a marquee, the Prince taking the chair. 
The healths of the Queen, the Prince of Wales, and the rest of the 
Royal family were drunk, his Royal Highness stating that he would 
take an early opportunity of communicating to his brother, the

LAUNCH AT WOOLWICH DOCKYARD. 
The launch of the screw corvette Thalia, the last ship built for the 
Royal Navy at Woolwich dockyard, was appointed for Tuesday 
week, at half-past two in the afternoon. The operations were 
begun in the presence of his Royal Highness Prince Arthur, K.G., 
and a distinguished company, including the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Mr. Childers; Lord John Hay, M.P.; Admiral Sir 
Spencer Robinson, K.C.B., Controller of the Navy; Commodore 
Superintendent Edmonstone, C.B., Naval Aide-de-Camp to the 
Queen; Major-General Sir David Wood, K.C.B., R.A., com- 
mandant of the garrison, with his staff; Major-General Sir E. C. 
Warde, K.C.B., R.A., the late commandant, and other official 
persons. Mrs. Childers, the wife of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, having christened the vessel, the signal was given to 
cut the cord, which was done by Mrs. Childers with a mallet and 
chisel; but the vessel would not glide off the stocks. This was a 
disappointment to the company, who waited a short time, and then 
departed, learning that no further efforts could be made at that 
hour with any hope of success. Early next morning, however, 
when the tide was again up, the ship was got off without much 
difficulty. The failure to launch her on the first day is attributed 
to the men employed not being sufficiently numerous, and to her 
launching-ways being adapted to a larger class of vessel. The

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THE 
BERMUDA FLOATING 
DOCK. 


The departure of the huge iron 
floating dock, constructed in the 
Thames, to be placed in the 
harbour of Bermuda, for the 
accommodation and repair of 
ships of the British Navy, was 
the subject of one or two Illus- 
trations published in this Journal 
three weeks ago. The Bermuda, 
as this enormous structure is 
named, being towed along by 
two powerful ironclads, the 
Northumberland and the Agin- 
court, and aided by most favour- 
able weather, arrived safely at 
Porto Santo, one of the Madeira 
Islands, on the 4th inst., without 
the slightest mishap. The float- 
ing dock was there at once taken 
in tow by another couple of iron- 
clads, the Warrior and the Black 
Prince, which started with their 
ponderous charge the same even- 
ing, after a stoppage of only a 
few hours. The Frigate Terrible 
was attached to the stern of the 
floating dock, in order to assist 
in steering its course. We have received from Mr. John Oxland, 
R.N., purser of the Northumberland, to whom we were indebted for 
one of the former sketches, an Illustration of the Bermuda and its 
flotilla of steamers leaving Porto Santo for their voyage across the 
Atlantic. The ship nearest to the right-hand side of our Engraving 
is the Black Prince; next comes the Warrior, in a line with the 
Black Prince; while the Bermuda, a bulk of singular shape, with 
one short mast, is seen in the middle of the Engraving, and the 
Terrible follows a little way astern. The small vessel seen farther 
off, between the Black Prince and the Warrior, is the despatch-boat 
Helicon, leaving the harbour for Lisbon and England, with tele- 
grams and despatches to report the progress of the expedition. 
The Northumberland and the Agincourt lie at anchor, off the town 
of Porto Santo, as shown to the left hand. There is a small vessel 
lying alongside the Agincourt, this is the tender Lapwing, engaged 
in taking in some coal, to accompany the floating dock to Bermuda. 
The Northumberland and Agincourt are expected in England 
abound the end of this month. The Black Prince, the Warrior, 
and the Lapwing, after completing their task, will also return home, 
and may get back early in depeens .

LINLITHGOW. 


The midland towns of Scotland are too valuable as seats of industry 
to have about them many remains of ancient domestic architecture 
short of palaces and baronial residences. The picturesque old towns 
which artists delight to visit must n y be back-going or 
stand-still places, for, where space is valuable, the fabrics that fall 
into the “‘ sere and yellow’’ must give way to new ones that are 
more useful. But what of 4° “YI interest or beauty still 
remains is to be found in places like Linlithgow, which have been 
of much greater importance in by-gone times they are now ; 
and of these there are a considerable number one valley of 
the river Forth. Stirling, Dumblane, Dunfe e, Cambus- 
Kenneth, are all within a short distance of each other, and of 
access from Linlithgow, which may very well serve as head-quarters 
for a +" ramble among these interesting and ancient towns. 
It lies in the centre of a charming country, and the town itself, 
besides the attractions of its palace and its fine old church, is an 
open, healthy, cheerful, and cheap place of abode. 

The great attraction of 47 is the said palace, a most 
imposing quadrangular mass of building, situated upon a y 
promontory jutting into the lake of Linlithgow. In all its details 
and outworks the palace covers more than an acre of ground. The 
lake is not large—about eighty acres in extent—but the banks are 
nicely kept. The = around are relieved by fine old trees, and 
a number of swans frequent the water and breed in the islets. 
Many other castles and palaces cover the same extent of ground 
and are not half so imposing.—Inverlochy, for instance, or Castle 
Urquhart, which are dwarfed by the extent of waste and water by 
which they are encompassed, or by the magnitude of the hills in 
their neighbourhood, and consequently form comparatively insig- 
nificant features in the general landscape. Long before it ame 
the palace it is, or was, the fortalice of Linlithgow played a dis- 
tinguished part in Scottish history. One of the most daring inci- 
dents in the war of independence in the time of Bruce occurred 
here. Edward I. had garrisoned it with troops in the year 1300, 
and celebrated the Christmas of the following year here himself; 
but soon afterwards a scheme was laid for recovering it to the Scots. 
The farmer who supplied the garrison with hay led his waggons to 
the gate as usual, and was admitted, but just as he was beneath the 
porteullis he cut the traces of the oxen. The entrance was kept 
open by the load of hay, a number of armed men who were con- 
cealed in, and the place was taken. Linlithgow 


peel or tower suffered many alternations of fortune in the 
stormy times that followed, and it was not till the time 
of James IV. that it became established as a truly Royal

residence. It is with that gallant 
but unfortunate Monarch that most 
of the romantic associations of Lin- 
lithgow are connected. He built a 
great part of the palace as it now 
stands, and it was here that he con- 
ceived the project of invading Eng- 
land in the interest of his ancient 
ally the King of France, during the 
reignof Henry VIII. The descrip- 
tion of the Court of James, and the 
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disastrous termination of his career 

at Flodden, form the most interest- 

ing part of Sir Walter Scott’s poem 

of **Marmion.’’ It will be remem- 

bered how the minstrel breaks out 

in praise of Linlithgow :— 

Of all the palaces so fair 
Built for the Royal dwelling 

In Scotland, far beyond compare, 
Linlithgow is excelling, 

And in its park, in jovial June, 

How sweet the merry linnet’s taune— 
How blithe the blackbird’s lay ! 

The wild-duck bells from ferny brake, 

The coot dives merry on the lake; 

The saddest heart might pleasure take 
To see all nature gay. 

But June is, to our Sovereign dear, 

The heaviest month in all the year— 
June saw his father’s overthrow. 


James was a ‘merry monarch,”’ 
nevertheless, and at thetime that he 
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was doing peor **in offices as strict as Lent’’ for the unwitting 
part he had had, as a child, in his father’s overthrow, he was flirt- 
ing with the charming Lady Heron, reputedly an English spy in 
the Court. To her is attributed much of the delay and subsequent 
disaster that attended the march of James into England. The 
King was supernaturally warned of the danger he was incurring, 
and the apparition is minutely described by the old historian 
Lindsay of Pitscottie. ‘The Ring came to Lithgow (an old form 
for Linlithgow), where he happened to be for the time at the 
Council, very sad and dolorous, making his devotion to God to send 
him good chance and fortune in his voyage,’’ when there came a 
man, ‘‘clad ina blue gown, in at the kirk door, and belted about 
him in a roll of linen cloth,’’ asking for the King. Having found 
him, he delivered this message—“ Sir King, my mother hath sent 
me to you, desiring you not to pass, at this time, where thou art 
purposed; for if thou dost thou wilt not fare well in thy journey, 
nor none that passeth with thee. Further, she bade thee mell with 
no woman, nor use their counsel, nor let them touch thy body nor 
thou theirs; for, if thou do it, thou wilt be confounded and brought 
to shame.’”’ And immediately “ before the King’s eyes, and in the 
presence of all the Lords that were about him for the time, this 
man vanished away and could noways be seen nor comprehended, 
but vanished away as he had been a blink of the sun or a whip of 
the whirlwind, and could no more be seen.’” There was a mystery 
about King James’s death at Flodden; it was never very accu- 
rately ascertained, and one of the chambers at Linlithgow which 
remains most perfect to this day is called ‘‘Queen Margaret’s 
bower,” from a tradition that his widow—the daughter of 
Henry VII. of England—used to sit there watching for the return 
of her husband. It forms one of the sketches from our Artist’s 
portfolio. 

James V. added largely to the palace, which became the 
favourite residence of his wife, Mary of Guise, and it was here that 
their ill-fated daughter, Mary Queen of Scots, was born, in 
December, 1542. The poor King, then only thirty-one years of 
age, was lying at Falkland broken-hearted when this news was 
brought to him. Both his sons were dead, and calamity after 
calamity had befallen the nation. The birth of a daughter seemed 
to him only another disaster; and, without noticing the —_ 
who brought the intelligence, he suffered his thoughts to wander 
k to the time when the daughter of Bruce brought the crown to 
his family, and he muttered aloud, ‘‘ It came with a lass and will 
pass with a lass.’’ According to the old chroniclers, the King 
stretched out his hand to the few favoured friends who stood by his 
couch, and, when they had kissed it, he turned upon his pillow and 
expired. Queen Mary is not much associated with Linlithgow, 
except by the circumstance of her birth; and the Regent Murray 
only by that of his death, which it will be remembered occurred 
tragically here. He had provoked the enmity of one Hamilton of 
Bothwellhaugh, who took grievous vengeance. He occupied an 
upper room in a house which the Regent had to pass on a state 
occasion; he barricaded the front door and windows, and had a 
swift horse ready saddled at the back gate of the garden. The 
Regent came on, riding gallantly, and followed bya great multitude 
of the people, to whom in these excited times he was more than any 
King had ever been. In a moment he was shot dead, and in the 
confusion caused by the event Hamilton managed to escape. There 
have not been many instances in which the head of a State has 
been so tragically assassinated, and scarcely another example of the 
murderer having escaped with impunity. By the time of James VI.— 
the first English King of the name—the palace had fallen con- 
siderably into disrepair; but he restored it, and completed it, and 
often sought recreation under its roof from the labours of state and 
study in which he believed himself so greatly to excel. King 
James's arms and initials flourish over many of the windows and 
carved stones. Thenceforward the records of the palace are un- 
distinguished until the rebellion of 1745, when it was visited by 
Prince Charles Edward. A lady named Mrs, Glen Gordon was then 
in charge of the palace, and so great was her joy at seeing a representa- 
tive of *‘ the auld Stuarts back again,”’ that she set the big well in 
the centre of the quadrangle running with wine. Great was the 
old lady’s grief when in turn it came to be occupied by the King’s 
troops; but she had the satisfaction of giving them a bit of her 
mind. Hawley’s dragoons were lodged in it on the night after 
their disgraceful flight from Falkirk, and their recklessness was so 
great that the good lady, dreading lest the house should be set on 
tire, went to General Hawley to remonstrate. He paid no atten- 
tion to her troubles. ** Aweel,’’ said Mrs. Gordon, “if the 
worst come to the worst, I can run from fire as well as any 
general in the King’s army!’’ One for you, General Hawley, 
and a smart back-hander for Sir John Cope! What Mrs. 
Gordon dreaded actually happened. The palace was _ set 
on fire, by accident, Grose says; but Chambers and Scott 
have it that the cowardly dragoons deliberately raked the live 
embers from the hearths into the straw pallets which they had 
slept in. Before relief was available the roof was in flames; and, 
being covered with lead, it sent down such a shower of melted 
metal that no one dared to venture in. Since then it has been 
what it is now, a roofless ruin, but in singularly good preservation. 
The Woods and Forests have taken the palace under their charge, 
and by judicious management have maintained for it the character 
given to it by Sir Walter Scott, as “‘one of the most striking 
objects of antiquity which Scotland yet affords.”’ 

The original structure is quadrangular, with massive square 
towers at the corners, inclosing a large paved court, in the centre 
of which stood a fountain ornamented with a great many carved 
figures. It was constructed soas to cast high jets d’eau. The two 
Kings, James IV. and James Y., by whom it was mainly buil

he well could in saying that it is “‘ assuredly the most important 
specimen of an ancient parochial church now existing in Scotland, 
both as to dimensions and real architectural interest.’’ Like every 
other specimen of ancient Gothic in Scotland—of which there are 
a good many—that have been adopted to Presbyterian worship, St. 
Michael's of Linlithgow has been fearfully disfi internally. 
The local guide-book thus tranquilly records how this really fine 
church bas been treated :— 

‘* Extensive repairs and alterations were made in the church in 
1812, when the choir and a portion of the chancel were fitted up 
with pews and galleries in the usual style, and the open oak-timber 
roof of the western half and the ceiled ome of the choir were 
removed, the dividing arch of the nave taken down, and a néw roof 
with plastered ceiling was placed over the whole.”’ 

Only a small part of the church has py eek 
way; the remaincer gives one some idea of the real of the 
—s oo which is 182 ft. in length by 160 ft. in width, and 
90 ft. in height. 

St. Michael seems to have been earl as the 
saint of the town. A quaint old well, of ax, ea p sary 
still stands in a central part of the town; it is icated to the 
siint, and bears the legend, the origin of which is unknown, “St. 
Michael is kinde to strangers,’ an intimation which, hospitably 
interpreted, should mean that, if any of our readers are di to 
visit the interesting old town of Linlithgow, they will be made 
as comfortable as strangers anywhere else.

In the House of Lords the other night, while the peers were 
waiting for the Irish Bill, remarks were made about the acoustic 
difficulties in the way of the reporters.

The House isa very difficult place to hear 
in, and though Lord Granville, with his accustomed good nature, 
said that the reports, formerly miserable, had been very much better 
of late, I can tell him and the noble assembly that the reporters 
have a very troublesome duty to perform. A peer, we are told, has 
no constituent to please, and therefore is an independent character, 
and his vote is more valuable than that of the M.P., who seeks to 
propitiate the brewer, the baker, and ‘‘ him who made the candle- 
sticks.’’ Be this as it may, he has, as a rule, a way of showing his 
independence which does not tend to get him well reported. He 
does exactly what Lord Granville said he did, and does not do. 
drops his voice at the end of a sentence, and often mumbles. Also, 
he turns his noble back upon the gallery; also, he finishes his 
speech while he is moving to sit down, whereby the syllables are 
cast, *‘disjected,’”’ upon the air. The reports are admirably done, 
difficulty considered. The errors now and then made are the 

rinter’s, not the reporter's. The Commons are more easily 
neard, talk to the gallery, and consequently are better reported.

In France ridicule kills; but, as Lord 
Brougham said, a Briton in earnest cares no more for an epigram 
than he does for a cannon ball. I find that people are asked not 
to laugh over the Wife’s Sister Bill, and are particularly told not 
to be derisive about woman’s suffrage. Now, as the ies, unless 
they are terrifically in earnest, laugh over everything, it is rather 
hard that their friends should lay down a new rule for the treat- 
ment of feminine questions. When their cases are really strong, 
laughter will do them no harm ; but it must be allowed that in the 
mean time there is fun about them. As to the Wife’s Sister Bill, 
we all know a good deal about that and what it means, 
and its supporters do not do wisely in provoking too 
much hostility. They can only succeed with it, if they 
ever do, by edging and jerking it on, little by little, and on some 
day of tolerance or carelessness giving it the final shove. Mean- 
time, they must put up with any mirth that can be got out of it. 
Lord Palmerston said that he should support it from motives of 
humanity, as it enabled a man to have two wives and only one 
mother-in-law. Its friends had better accept aid given in that 
spirit or any other. If Mr. Gladstone is going to take it u 
solemnly, wives’ sisters may make up their minds to old maidh 
or other husbands than their brothers-in-law. As for the ladies 
if it could be kept to that one might have not much to say. 
We are not to laugh, we aretold. But what is to be done when we 
think of an imaginary debate in Parliament, with the Prime 
Minister, a man, desperately in love with the leader of the Opposition, 
a woman? He dares not demolish her argument, she would be 
angry ; he dares not fling a sarcasm at her, she wouldcry. He can- 
not do his duty to the country, Lady Arabella’s eyes forbid it. She 
is attacked by one of his own followers, and he turns to in 
thunder on the poor politician who is but uitting of his 
pledges to his constituents. He lets the debate be adjourned, 
though there are three hours’ talk in the House, for she has been 
up many nights, and wants to attend a marriage in the morning.

MR. JERDAN. 
William Jerdan, Esq., F.S.A., a critic, journalist, and writer of 
note, who died at his residence, near Bushey Heath, on the 
llth inst., was the son of John Jerdan, aie and was born in 
1782, at Kelso, in Roxburghshire. He was educated at the school 
of his native town, and was afterwards a pupil of Dr. Rutherford, 
author of a “‘ View of Ancient History.”” He came to London in 
1804, and, after being connected with various newspapers, he was 
editor of the Sun in 1813. He, in a few years afterwards, became 
editor of the Literary Gazette, with which he was popularly asso- 
ciated for thirty-four years. Mr. Jerdan produced four volumes of 
the memoirs in Fisher’s National Portrait Gallery. He also con- 
tinually contributed to the Edinburgh and Quarterly Reviews, 
Bentley's, Fraser's, and many other magazines and periodicals. 
Some time ago he published his ‘Autobiography,’’ and 
subsequently his reminiscences under the title of ‘‘Men 
I Have Known.”’ He was one of the founders and first 
members of the Royal Society of Literature. He latterly 
enjoyed a pension of £100 a year from the Crown. Mr. 
Jerdan was a Conservative, and the associate and friend of most of 
the literary celebrities of his day. He was an amiable and agree- 
able man, and was a great favourite in a wide social circle. Mr. 
Jerdan on one occasion came into singular connection with political 
history, by being the poe who, in the lobby of the House of 
Commons, first seized Bellingham, when he fired the shot at Mr. 
Perceval, in 1812. Mr. Jerdan was married, and hai issue, of whom 
two daughters survive.

Mr. J. C. O’ Dowd has been appointed Deputy Judge Advocate - 
General of the Forces, in the room of Mr. Vernon Lushington, Q.C. 


The Right Hon. Hugh Childers, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
will succeed Lord Taunton as one of the Brethren of Trinity House. 


Sir Fairfax Moresby is gazetted Vice-Admiral of the United 
Kingdom, in the room of Sir G. R. Sartorius, promoted to be 
Admiral of the Fleet. The position of Rear-Admiral of the United 
Kingdom falls to Sir P. W. P. Wallis. 


The Earl of Lauderdale presided, on Monday, at the quarterly 
court of the Royal Naval Benevolent Society, which was held at 
Willis’s Rooms. The report showed that the receipts for the three 
months were £806, and the expenditure £576. The invested fund 
amounts to £43,527.
